The theater had a contract to produce 
Dan MrAvoy in "Tbe Mayor of the 
Bowery" at° the theater this week, but 
Haaagar Roaeaqnest eauoelad the 
engagement on the ground that McAvoy 
ridictded the Iridi by weariag green 
wbiskera. This it wa« alleged would 
Injure tbe business of tbe theater,' In 
his dedsion Justice Fitzgerald says: 

"The misrepresentation coniijlaineil of 
dnder such circumstances can not l>e 
disregarded as immaterial. Insulting 
exhibitions, to state it in the mildest 
language, could not but result in the 
withdrawal of the patronage from any 
eaUldidimcat, not only of those who 
fdt upon racial and other gronnda of 
Mood or aympatby aggrieved, bat of all 
decently diapoaed and properly minded 
persons, no auitter what thdr origin."

The meeting waslcalled to order by the 
Presnlenl, who almost immediately aaked 
Vice President Hbnuessy to take the 
chair, while he acteii as Secretary during 
the completion of the annual report by 
Secretary Connelly and Treaaurer Wag- 
ner. This report, which, embraced four- 
teen moatlu, from October 81. 1903, to 
January 1, 1906, ahowad total.veapipU of 
|:i,V50, which was ia excess of tbe high- 
est estimates of any of the collectors, 
reducing the debt to about |33,000. 

The resignations of Collectors William 
Imorde, John P. Cassily, Terretice Me- 
Hngb, Bart Scannd, |, W. Metcalfe, and 
Thomas A, Bohan were received and ac- 
cepted, and the following were elected in 
tbdr stead: William P. McDoao^ 
Joseph Morthoia);^ I|i^Jaiaja A^ Vmf, 
Jamea D. Dnaae, Hartj J. iniy, Patrick 
Kilkenny. SooM of the latter bad been 
coUeOiag dariag the past year, but are 
now traa:7erred to new districts. 

It was decided to postpone the adop- 
tion of the card index system for the 
present. The annual report, which will 
be published during the current month, 
will embrace the collections by districts 
as well as in alphabetical order, thus in- 
creaaing the nsdnlncss of tbe little 
booklets considerably. Very Rev. Father 
Volz introduced Father dark to the col- 
lectors, who stated that during tbe next 
few months they would make a thorough 
canvass of the parish in the interest of 
the association, as well as to take up a 
new census of .the parishioners. Father 
Volz complimented the collectors on the 
good work tbey had done in the past 
three years, snd invited them to a little 
reception to t>e given in tbe near future, 
which will also cmbraos the tea c h er s of 
the Snaday-aebool aad tbe aienbera of 
tbe aew aude choir.

Pope, it ia also dictated by a 
didi^l9fUmiUUry parade. The Pope, 
it la aaid. tbinka that about one-half the 
present force would be ample to protect 
the Vatican, but he would increase the 
force of firemen. 

towc years ago the queation was raised 
as to whether the Holy See had n right to 
be represented at the Hague Peace Con- 
ference, and although it might have been 
expected that the Powers would grant 
the application of Leu .Kill, it was ulti- 
mately rejected on the plea that he had 
no standing amy. Yd the Pope has a 
standing army, aad it coaaiau of about 
700 officera and men. 

Although no longer a ter ritori al aor- 
erdgn, the Pope ia nevertheleaa recog- 
nised not only by the Italian law of guar- 
antees but also by the world at large, as 
the "Sovereign Pope," enjoying all the 
privil^ea and attributea of kingahip, 
including that of wwintaining armed 
troops. 

Despite the law of guarantees, which 
stipulated that tbe Pope should be 
allowed to retain a portion of his 
soldiers, the old Papal ragalar army baa 
aot a dagle repreaaatative among tbe 
ieaa amad corps aow ia tbe Vatican. 
Infantry of tbe line, sharpshooters, 
zouaves, all the practical elements of the 
Pontifical army, have been completely 
suppressed, while only the ocaaaiental 
soldiers, so to speak, remain. 

What these soldiers lack in number 
and warlike effidency is amply com- 
pensated by that picturesque, glittering 
ost ent a tio n which ia ao well in keeping 
with the grandear of tbe anrroaadiaga. 
In reviewing tlw Pope's army, aach aa it 
is now, it is aeedfnl to obey Uie dictates 
of etiquette and precedence which 
reign supreme at the Vatican. 

An interesting historic account of the 
Popw's army appeared in the New York 
Sun of last Sandsy, and first taking up 
the Guardia Nobile the writw describes 
the army in detail in an interesting way. 

Tbe corps of Noble Guards comprises 
seventy-five individnala. diddad aa fol- 
lows: Two Captaina witb tlM rank of 
Lieutetaant Oenerala, altei^ating in com- 
mand (the present commander la Prince 
Camillo Rospigliosi); a Lieutenant and a 
sub-Lieutenant, ranking as Major Gen- 
erals; seven Ivseuti, ranking as Colonels, 
and fifty guards, all holding the rank of 
Captain. There are two trumpeters, two 
corporala and two aergeanta, so that the 
Pope's Noble Guard may be described as 
the most officered corpa in the world. 

The writer says that vacancies seldom 
occur in this MoMe Guard, aad there ate 
always doeeaa awdtiag their turn. 
They mnat aot be lean thaa tweaty 
yeara aUtais last ia height aad mud 
possess a eapltal of not less than 20,000 
francs. By tradition they must have a 
horae, for they are supposed to he a 
mounted army. 

It is Vatican etiquette that the Pope 
should not move a step, not cvea from 
oae room to aaother, without an eacort 
of theaa mea, who precede him with 
drawa awoida. Pina X. ia alwaya atndy- 
ing how be oaa give them tbe dip, aud 
it is said lie eacapea down aecret pas- 
sagaa and through dark rooms to gain a 
little of that liberty of which his ele- 
vstion to the Papacy has deprived him. 

The Swiss Guard is without doubt the 
most picturesque corps in the Vatican or 
out of it. If it is true, aa trodltloa has 
it, that Michad Angclo dsajgaad the 
maaotttamrj aaUonaa thqr ^raar, a aoct 



of pntchwiiik (if black, yellow and red 
stripes, it may be aurmised that tbe 
miaantiuopie pdater p arpat r n t ad a grim 
joke. 

The Swiss Guard was founded by Pope 
Jnliua U. He made a oontrad with tbe 
cantona of Looame aad Znridi that tbey 
should fanddi bim witb a peipatad 
corps of MO aoldiers, aad ttala contrad ia 
still iu force. When in 1527 the French 
soldiers, led by the Constable de Bour- 
bon, pillaged Rome, the Swiss Guards 
defended the Vatican with heroic 
bravery, giving the Pope time to escape, 
and all of the Guards were killed. So 
recently as 1848 they^saved Pope Pius 
IX. and the Quiriaiu Palace from 
destruction at the hands of a mob. 

Although fonaarly eondatiag of 800 
awa, the Swiaa Gaard baa now baea 
ledaead. It iacommawded by a Qoload, 
ia tbe parsoo ef fltooa Meyer von 
Schanensee; a Captain, a Lieutenant snd 
two Bsenti. There are also six sergeants, 
six corporals and four drummers. The 
duty of the Swiss is to guard the Vati- 
can Palace, and they tnay be seen on 
duty at all the entrances. On festive 
occasions their banner, blue, red and 
yellow, witb tbe Papal cross keys, floats 
over the bronse door that givea prindpal 
admitlanoe to the huge abode of the 
Popaa. 

Deaplte, their gaudy costume and the 
fact that they figure conspicuously in 
processions and religious ceremonies, 
covered with armor and carrying hal- 
berds and heavy medixval swords, the 
Swiss soldiers are not merely ornamental. 
They are armed, when on duty, with 
Remington rifles, bayonets and revolvers. 

These Swiss all lodge in the Vatican, 
from the commaadaat to tbe lowest 
subdtem, dtber in apleadid apartments 
or in special barracks. 

Aaother body of tbe Papal army is the 
gendarmes. These were instituted by 
Pope Pins IX. and he gave them their 
present name and uniform, which was 
closely copied from the French. The 
I'apal gendarmes number 100 and each 
member receives about 10 shillings a 
month in pay. They mount guard in 
the Vatican courts, staircaaes, loggia and 
corridors, aa well aa in tbe muaeams and 
the gardeaa. Tbey are alao atatkmed at 
regular iatervala aloag tlm route of 
Papal prooeadona in 8t Peter'a.

In County Itoacommon,

Graphic dctdia are bdng reedved of 
the devastation eanaed by a modng bog 
in the Connty Roaeommon, Ireland, says 

a Herald dispatch from London. The 
tx>g, which is known as that of Cloon- 
shiever, is three miles from Castlerea. 
When it began to slide it moved three- 
quarters of a mile iu a few days, cover- 
ing everything in its way with peat and 
water to the depth of ten feet. 

According to the reports from tbe 
socae Isat Saturday the peasanta are aur- 
roaadad oa all aldaa witb milaa of bog 
and water. Tbe inbal)itaata of Cloon- 
shiever, a village in the Talley, of about' 
fifty one-story cottages, barely escaped 
with their lives, the bog having moved 
upon them unawares. Many of the peas- 
ants' houses have, continues th.e corre- 
spondent, wholly disappeared, while all 
that is to be seen of tbe others is the 
chimney tops. Here and there a leafless 
tree marks the spot from which tilled 
farmahave diaap|iearad pcacticaliy for- 



At one point there ia a lake of ten or 
twelve acres, whidi liaa been formed in 
the last few days by peat>npt mountain 
streams. Unless some means is speedily 

adopted to drain off this water it will 
undermine the entire bog, and a diaaster 
may be antidpa t ed. A later dispatch 
statea that the lake ia aleadilv extending 
upward toward a number of houses on 
the rising ground. The land attached to 
thetaoldittgs has already been covered 
over by the creeping bog.

SURRENDER OF PORT ARTHUR. 

Port Arthur, which was gallantly 
defended by the Russian General 
Stoeswl. has at last been sorren- 
dered to the Japanese. The siege 
kept up from February 8, 1904 to 
January 1, 1905. The Russians 
did not snrrender until their com- 
mander saw that further reristancc 
would be suicidal and then he blew 
up the ships in the harbor and his 
gillant comribind was allowed to 
retire with the honors of war. Only 
after lean starvation stared his sol- 
diers in the face and on their backs 
hung ragged miaery did Stoessel 
consent to capitulate. The bravery 
of the Russians at Port Arthur is 
one of the wonders of modem war- 
fare. Even the victorions Japs gave 
them credit for valor unsurpassed. 
The surrender of Port Arthur by 
no means indicates that the Rus- 
dans are whipped. They have 
already begun to make renewed 
efforts to resume the war which was 
begun by the Japs. 



AN OBJECTIONABLE BILL. ^ 

The Indiana Legislature, which 
begun a sixty days' session Thurs- 
day of thia week, will be asked to 
i pass a law authorizing the Board of 
^Managers of the Indiana Reform- 
atory at Jeffersonville to print and 
bind all the school books used by 
the public schools in the Reform- 
atory and sell them at cost to the 
various city, town and* county 
School Boards. The argtuient in 
favor of the scheme is that the 
prisoners will be soon out of em- 
ployment, contract labor having 
been abolished by law in the In- 
diana Reformatory. 

Supt. Whittaker, who is urging 
the passage of the bill, says the 
prisoners can be taught the printing 
and binding trades in a short time, 
and that books can be made and 
sold for one-third the cost now 
charged by the oontnctocs for 
school books. 

Of course it is hunune to provide 
the prisoners employment, and most 
of those in the Reformatory are not 
hardened criminals and should be 
taught useful trades, so that when 
they come out they may not again 
be made to offend against, society. 
The solution of the problem of em- 
ploying the prisoners is a difficult 
one, and it is hard to pick out the 
particular trade or calling they 
should follow. The present scheme, 
however, has many objectionable 
ieatures. If the prisoners can not 
work under contract the State could 
use the men in building roads 
which are badly needed in many 
parts of the State. If the State 
printed its school books in the Re- 



formatory parents will urge that 
they do not wish their children to 
learn lessons from prison-made 
books. They will contend, with 
good reason, that the knowledge of 
the origin of the books will be de- 
leterious to the pupils. . Again, if 
the State made its school books in 
the Reformatory so cheaply, the 
next step wotdd be to make all 
text books in Indiana schools free, 
and this would be an injustice. 
The WhitUker bill should be care- 
fully studied before it is enacted 
into law. It seems to have many 
objectionable features, though some 
of the members of the State Labor 
Commisdon favor iti enactment. 



The present French Oovemment 
seems determined to get further 
away from Catholic teaching every 
day and to join with the forces of 
paganism. Article 398 of the'dvil 
code, which forbade the marriage of 
a divorced party with the cores 
pondent in the case, and which had 
been already abrogated by the 
Chamber of Deputies, has been 
finally suppressed by the French 
Senate by a majority of 1 19. Sena- 
tor De Lamancelle, who re pr e s ented 
church interests during the dis- 
cussion, opposed the suppression of 
the article on the ground that such 
a step would be in opposition to 
the Catholic idea of the sacredness 
of marriage. The argument of the 
Senator only made the majority 
stronge r. 

The tnurteea of the I<onisville 

Free Public Library are all excel- 
lent gentlemen, and no doubt know 
their business, but it seems to us 
that they Should not dio# so much 
partiality to outsiders. In the first 
place they selected a New York 
architect to erect the library build 
ing, when they could haye aecured 
competent architects in IvOuisville. 
Next they selected a librarian from 
the Hast, and when he resigned 
they picked out another Eastern 
man to succeed him, turning down 
a worthy Louisville man, Mr. A, 
Y. Ford. The action of the trustees 
in these instances is not to bt com 
mended. 



Judge John McCann is to be com 
mended for his determination to 
show no mercy to any one brotight 
before him charged with carrying 
concealed deadly weapons. If the 
police would only exert themselves 
and lock op all persons found 
"toting" guns the evil habit would 
be speedily broken up. Numerous 
deaths have resulted from the car- 
rying of concealed weapon a and the 
State has had to expend many 
thousands of dollars in prosecuting 
the offenders. 



Gov. Beckham has called an
